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Lakeside bed ite nsnal large attendance yes- 
terday and the racing was good and clean cut 
thronghcnt. The track was lightning fast and 
two of tbe records for this conrsa were lowered. 



The principal attraction of the afternoon’s 
sport was tbe fonrtb race, a dash of one and 
three sixteenths miles for three-year-olds and 
npward. Of tbe three that started Denman 
Thompson, despite the fact tbat'so light a boy 
as 3. Hicks bad tbe monnt, was made a 2 to 5 
favorite, while as good ;as 8 to Sconld be had 
on Bolling bocr with Cobnrn np. Frangible, 
the rank outsider, was only nibbled at by the 
pikers. To a good start Frangible jnmped into 
tbe lead and held it under anSeracce up to the 
last eighth where Bolling Boer and Denman 
Thompson closed np on him. The race now 
resolved itself into a merry struggle between 
tbe latter two but in the closing strides the 
superior jcckcyebip of Cobnm began to assert 
itself and be threw Bolling Boer under tbe wire 
winner by a neck in a desperate drive. Den- 
man Thompson best Frangible six lengths for 
second place. Tbe latter tired and quit badly 
when a fnrlong cut bnt ran a[gcod race at that 
considering tbe company he was stacked np 
against. Be is good and ready to mn a good 
race over a soft track, Bolling Boer’s victory 
was simply due to Ccbnrn’s cleverness as with 
equal jockeys Denman Thompson would have 
proved an easy victor. The time, 2:01^, was 
eleven-twentieths of a second faster than the 
previous trsck mark. 

Burnie Bnnton repeated her good race of last 
Monday, beating Money Muss with consummate 
ease and running tbe six furlongs in 1:13^, 
which is seven-twentieths of a second faster 
than the previons track mark. After a delay of 
ten minutes at tbe post the flag dropped to a 
good start with Sea Queen in the lead, closely 
pressed by Money Muse. Tbe two ran as one 
horse until jnet bending for home, where Sea 
Queen had enough and fell away beaten. Here 
Coburn, who bad been Ijing a close third with 
Burnie Bnnton, brought her np fast, and after 
a short drive with Money Muss in the last 
eighth she drew away without much trouble 
and won eased np by two and a half lengths. 
Monsy Muss finished four lengths in front of 
The Pride for second place. The latter was al- 
ways cutrnn and did not show to his best form* 
Bea Queen showed a clever turn of speed for 
four furlongs. Tom Kingsley was handicapped 
by a poor ride and was badly outrun for tbe 
entire distance. He can do much better and his 
race should not be taken seriously. The other 
three might jest as well have remained in their 
stalls, as they were all hopelessly beaten off 
from start to finish. 

The day’s opener proved an easy race for Wing 
Dance, which negotiated tbe six furlongs in 
1 :169s- It was about as poor a field of two-year- 
olds as could be brought together. Little Em- 
my rnshsd to the front at the start and held a 
good lead np to tbe last eiebth, where she tired. 
Along in here Wing Dance, which had been run- 
ning in fifth place, moved np fast and, passing 
into the lead, won easily by four lengths from 
Dulcimer, which beat Lucy Locket a head for 
second place. Cobnrn brought up tbe last 
named with a rush in tbe closing strides. She 
would have been second in another stride. The 
Babbit came strongly in the last sixteenth. 
She rune best in the mud. Herse bad enough 
when a furlong out. 

Tbe long-distance affair at one and a quarter 
miles was simply an exercise gallop for 
Searcher, which laid within easy call of Ban 
Chance, tbe leader, until nearing the last eighth 
poet. At this point Coburn called on him and 
ha ca*"* away with all ease, winning under 



slight reetraint by a length. Ben Chance fin- 
ished seven in front of Barilla for second place. 
Tbe former ran by far the beet race he baa 
shown in tome time. Uncle Tom showed sod- 
den improvement and bears watching from now 
on. Joe Collins ran well for six furlongs. Lit- 
tle Elkin’s race was not what he is capable of. 
Schwartz on Tammany Chief was unable to 
hold tbe horse’s bead up and he was beaten off 
from start to finish. 

Eva Bice proved to be much the best in the 
fifth race, a dash cf one mile for four-year- 
olds and npward. Off none too well and sharp- 
ly cut off at the firet turn Davisson had to ride 
her all around her field to get clear sailing. 
She got to tbe front after a severe shaking np 
about tbe end of the first quarter and simply 
played with her field, thereafter winning in a 
canter by three lengths from Prairie Dog, 
which finished one and one half in front of 
Helen Paxton for second place. Prairie Dog 
ran to his best form and while he was easily 
the beet of the others bad no chance to best the 
winner. Helen Paxton finished stoutly and is 
in good shape jnet now. Precursor, which is 
thick winded, ran well to tbe last quarter bnt 
tbe strong wind that blew up the stretch stopped 
him, ZacatOBO showed well for six furlongs. 

Bassalas was supposed to be a good thing in 
the last race and was backed heavily by the 
talent and a select few, but tbe beet he could do 
wee to run second, Frank M. at tbe weights 
proving to be the best. At fl ag dip Bice whipped 
the latter into the lead by the time tbe first 
turn bad been reached and he remained there 
to tbe end, winning none too handily by a length 
from Basselas, which finished five in front of 
Linden Ella. Frank M. was tiring rapidly in the 
closing strides, bnt had enough left to reach the 
wire in front. Basselas finished strongly, bnt 
could not quite get np. He was interfered with 
somewhat at the first turn. Guy H., well backed, 
ran a dull race. He appeared stiff and sore 
when going to the poet. Mies Liza ran well for 
six furlongs. Moroni had enough when enter- 
ing tbe last quarter.

With the close of the meeting at Morris Park 
came another immense crowd on Saturday, 
which further showed bow popular racing has 
become in(tbe east under the able manaasment 
of the Jockey Club. Tbe local racing associa- 
tions haveinever eejoyed such prosperity before. 
The attendance has been extraordinarily large 
all the season. Home have attributed the cause 
to tbe fact that at various times the pcoiroome 
have had to close np, but it is more probable 
that the boom in racing was duo to the pres- 
ence and outlay of such men as William C. 
Wbitney.tClarence H. Macxay, J, B. Haggin, A, 
Featherstone, the Messrs. Keene, Augnst Bel- 
mont' and others who, by their patronage, have 
succeeded in placing tbe sport of kings on tbe 
highest iplane in the history of the turf in this 
country. Then again tbe public’s confidence in 
the honesty of racing has been greatly increased, 
tbonghSlt must be admitted that there have 
bean incidents during the year that have 
lookedjglaringly bad and yet have been allowed 
to go unpunished. 

Be little scandal has come to light that tbe 
public has had no chance to display its sns- 
picions^and has, therefore, gone to the races 
day in and [day out Icon vinced that the borsee 
have been, for' the most part, running on the 
level. Enjoying tbe public’s confidence, there- 
fore, the racing associations have kept a sharp 
lookout for[ underhand methods and have, by 
this vigilance, probably kept many individnale, 
prone to . double dealing, decidedly in line.

Thera have bean bat three inatancea of alleged 
wrongdoing thia year that hare come under tha 
official eyaa of the Jockey Clnb steward). The 
ease of Jockey Combe, who palled W ax Taper 
and wae ruled off, waa the first offense against 
the integrity of the sport. Then came W. C. 
Whitney’s charges against Jockey Shaw for a 
■agligent ride on Blue Girl in the Great Filly 
Stakea and the nominal puniabment of a three 
Hays’ Buapension inflicted by the atewarda, 
Last, but not least, was the unexpected euapen. 
ion of Jockey Michaels for “alleged frandolent 
praetioae.” 



Within the past two weeks there have been 
several inatancee of in-and-ont running that 
have surprised all turfmen. The defeat of A. 
Featherstone’s Lamp O’Lee on Wednesday 
when ha was favorite, followed by his easy vic- 
tory on Thursday at liberal odds, was one in- 
atance not likely to be forgotten, though Mr. 
Featheratoue is held blamelesa by a majority 
of racegoers. The victory of. Gold Heels in the 
Woodlawn Vase race on Saturday after bis 
shockingly poor race against Blues and Morn- 
ingside on Thursday was another instance 
worthy of comment. Just why Gold Heels 
showed such a remarkable change of form no- 
body will know, except those directly identified 
with the colt’s work on the track. Some turf* 
men yesterday maintained that Gold Heels waa 
partially beaten on Thursday, because when the 
barrier was let go Tha Bard colt was all tan- 
gled up, while Blues and Mominaside got away 
flying. On the other hand tha statement was 
made that Gold Heels got a poor ride from 
Odom and waa purposely manipulated to fool 
both the public and the layers. Suffice it to say 
that whatever was the cause the fact remains 
that Gold Heels on Thursday at a mile and an 
eighth waa merely a selling plater with no 
stamina, while Gold Heela on Saturday at two 
milea and a quarter was a stake horse possessed 
of wonderful staying qualities and speed. 

On Thursday Gold Heels was an even money 
favorite while on Saturday as much aa 4 to 1 
could have been obtained against him. It 
would seem that such glaring instances of in- 
and-out running ahould ba noticed in an offical 
way if only to find out that there has been no 
wrong. But to allow them to go by the board 
only eerves to increase the drift of the comment 
among turfmen that “if you are slick enough to 
get away with it, well and good 1’’ 

Those who • watch in-and-out performances 
have not forgotten the victory of Alcado in the 
Suburban Handicap when he ran the distance 
in record time and won at the libsral odds of 
10 to 1. All sorts of stories were in circulation 
at the time about the methods that had been 
used in handling the colt, some persons going 
so far as to say that in his previous races he 
bad worn leather boots to be discarded for 
plates when be ran in the Suburban, But there 
waa no actual proof of wrong-doing and as the 
colt’s trainer told everybody he knew before the 
race that Aloedo had worked so fast in private 
that ha would win “sure,’’ there waa no ground 
for a charge of sharp practice.— New York Bun. 

MOTES OF THE TUBF. 

This is the last day of racing at Bt. Louis for 
the year 1901. Presumably the majority of the 
horses now at the Fair Grounds will be taken 
to Louisville. It is understood that the racing 
season at 8t. Louis has been reasonably suc- 
cessful in view of all the adverse circumstances 
growing out of the so-called war with tha West- 
ern Jockey Club. Perhaps the situation may 
be cleared up by the opening of the racing sea- 
son of 1902 so that owners who could not afford 
to race there this year can do so next year. At 
any rate it is to be hoped so. 

“Bob” McMillan, owner of Lyror Bell, and P. 
Gorman, owner of Erema, have placed $1,000 
each in tha hands of Secretary Hopper as a 
wager on the match race which has been ar- 
ranged for Saturday at Latonia between the 
horses mentioned. They will carry equal 
weights, 104 pounds. Knight will ride Lyror 
Bell and Jackson Erema. The race will be at 
six furlongs and will be decided between the 
third and fourth races. There is but one con- 
dition and that is that the track be fast. 

George G. Bennett’s splendid colt Abo Frank 
is reported to be seriously sick at Memph is. It 
is doubtful if a better two-year-old waa raced 
in the United States this year and it is to be 
aincerely hoped that he will recover without 
impairment of his great spaed and stamina.
